Company Unions 


The NR A with its Section 7a, 
guaranteeing labor the right to 
collective bargaining, is dealing a 
death blow to company unions. 
Private reports on file at the 
National Labor Board show that 
in every test so far work ers have 
overwhelmingly 
turned 
thumbs 
down 
on 
employer - organised 
unions and affiliated with inde­ 
pendent labor organizations. 
The 
latest, instance of this trend occur­ 
red last week in Colorado. 
Miners of the Rock efeller ow n­ 
ed Colorado Fuel 
& Iron Company 
voted 877 to 273 to afftlate with 
the United Mine Work ers of Am­ 
erica.

this section 
they re­ 
pudiated the employe representa­ 
tion plan instituted bv the Roek - 
fellers in 1914, following the Lud­ 
low massacre. 
The work ers’ rejection of com­ 
pany unions 
is 
proving a great 
shock to employers who seemed 
to have been convinced that such 
organizations were popular with 
labor. 
Labor 
leaders, 
however, 
have long contended that if the 
work ers could ex press their opin­ 
ions 
freely through secret

A 
N ARMY of volunteer men 
and women relief work ers al­ 
most ten times greater in numbers 
than the standing array of the 
United States carriod Red Cross re­ 
lief into the homes of America’s 
jobless during the past eighteen 
months. 
Six hundred and forty-five thou­ 
sand women joined under the Rod 
Cross flag in sewing garments for 
the needy, in distribution of bread 
and flour, and in canning foods for 
their neighbors in distress because 
of unemployment. A half million 
men — bank ers, lawyers, doctors, 
merchants and men in every walk 
in life—gave of their time as chap­ 
ter officials and as active relief 
work ers in distribution of goods. 
Thousands of truck s were lent to 
carry flour and clothing from rail­ 
road loading platforms to ware­ 
houses, and then into remote rural 
sections to be delivered promptly 
into homes where need was great. 
“Only the Rod Cross could assem­ 
bly such an army of volunteer work ­ 
ers/’ was the tribute paid their ser­ 
vice. 
The relief was given to one of 
every flvo families iu the nation.

bushels of government wheat and 
the clothing from 844,000 bales of 
government cotton, voted by Con­ 
gress to the Red Cross for free 
distribution. 
More than five mil­ 
lion families were recipients of both 
types of relief. 
The wheat was converted into 10,- 
688,000 barrels of flour, and 223,301 
tons of stock feed. The cotton pro­ 
vided approx imately 90,000,000 gar­ 
ments—overalls, jumpers, dresses, 
underwear, stock ings and sweaters,
